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MDARC Multi-year Financial Analysis 


Many times someone has heard it said that MDARC has a lot of money. And indeed it does appear to be 
the case given the monthly totals reported at the general meetings. However, the Board wanted a 
better understanding of the financial health of the club over the next few years. With that in mind, a 
report was compiled that covers the current fiscal year (2016) through 2018, taking into account the 
regular operating expenses and the costs that would have to be covered by the Equipment Self- 
Insurance Fund in a worst-case disaster scenario. 


The report is in two parts: an Overview and a Multi-Year Budget Projection. The top section of the 
Overview page shows the projected year-end account balances (i.e., assets) for 2016 through 2018, 
followed by the estimated worst-case potential costs, i.e., those expenses that would have to be 
covered by the Equipment Self-Insurance Fund should disaster strike. The line titled Worst-Case 
Scenario Potential Deficit shows the size of the potential deficit the club would face should a major 
event happen. Obviously, depending on the nature of the event, only some of the costs might need to 
be covered by the Self-Insurance Fund. For less severe disasters there may be no deficit at all. 


The first column in the Multi-Year Budget Projection section is the MDARC membership approved 
budget for 2016. The second column shows the year-end projection for the actual expenses through 
2016. The last two columns are first-cut budget projections for 2017 and 2018 respectively based on 
input from the Board and Committee Chairs. Note that the Vehicle Committee Expenses category 
replaces the approved budget category Trailer Maintenance (with “O” expense ). The recent KGO 
donation of the media van necessitated the renaming and expansion of the Trailer Maintenance 
category. 


The Checking Acct Ending Balance amounts from the Budget Projection pages are simply transferred to 
the Checking Account Balance amounts on the Overview page. The $20,000 amount shown for the 
Pacificon Account is comprised of the $10,000 seed money plus a projected surplus of $10,000. 


As with all financial projections, the final actual income and expense amounts will vary somewhat from 
the estimates. The income estimates are on the conservative side whereas the expense estimates 
include “would be nice if the club can afford it” activities. Nonetheless, the downward trend of the 
checking account is sobering. Income in 2016 was higher than average and should not be expected to 
remain at that level. 


The Board members are happy to answer any questions or accept input to the report.

H.R. 555 — a new “Amateur Radio Parity Act’ bill 
— has been introduced in the U.S. House of 
Representatives. The bill’s language is identical to that of 
the 2015 measure, H.R. 1301, which passed in the House 
late last summer but failed in the waning days of the US 
Senate to gain the necessary support. As with H.R. 1301, the 
new measure introduced on January 13 in the 115th Con- 
gress was sponsored by Rep. Adam Kinzinger (R-IL), with 
initial co-sponsorship by Rep. Joe Courtney (D-CT) and 
Rep. Greg Walden, W7EQI (R-OR). Walden now chairs the 
House Committee on Energy and Commerce, to which the 
new bill has been referred. H.R. 555 will get an initial airing 
in the Subcommittee on Communications and Technology. 
When H.R. 1301 came up in committee, Walden spoke 
forcefully in favor of the measure, which ultimately attracted 
126 House cosponsors. — American Radio Relay League
